In accordance with the Proclamation of THomas FRaNcIs 
Mracuer, Acting Governor of the Territory of Montana, calling the 
Legislative Assembly to convene at the Capital of said Territory, 
on the 5th day of March, 1866, and the following gentlemen 
being present in the apartment furnished by the Acting Gover- 
nor as the Council Chamber, to wit :

Thomas Francis Meagher, Secretary of the Territory, called the 


Council to order, and instructed them to organize according to 
law. . - 


Whereupon, on motion of Mr. Lawrence, Mr. Potter was chosen 
as temporary chairman of the Council, T. W. Telyaferro as 
temporary Clerk, and R. N. Farley as temporary Sergeant-at- 
_ Arms.

Mr. Potter in the chair. 


On motion of Mr. McCormick, a Committee of two was appoint- 
ed to wait upon the Secretary of the Territory, and request him 
to furnish the Council with a list of the gentlemen entitled to a 
seat in the Council. 
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The Chair appointed Messrs. McCormick and Merriman as said 
Committee. | 

The Committee asked until 2 o’clock P.M. to make their report, 
which was granted by a vote of the Council, to which hour the 
Council adjourned. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Council met pursuant to adjournment, and Mr. McCormick, 
from the Committee appointed to wait on the Secretary of: the 
Territory, reported the following communication :

On motion of Mr. McCormick, Judge Wm. Y. Lovell was 
requested to administer the oath of office to the members present, 
which was done. And Messrs. McCormick, Phelps and Spratt 
were sworn in by Wm. Y. Lovell, Probate Judge of Madison 
county. 7 


Mr. Phelps offered the following resolution, which was adopted :

All of which was, on motion of Mr. Spratt, referred to the 
Committee on Credentials. 
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Mr. Spratt moved that Mr. Lawrence, as a contestant, be 
allowed a seat on this floor until the contest be disposed of. Oar- 
ried. 


Mr. McCormick moved that the Council do now proceed to the 
permanent organization by the election of permanent: officers, and 
that the vote be taken first for a permanent chairman of the 
Council, which vote shall be by ballot. Carried. 


Mr. Merriman was appointed as Teller, and the Council Ere 
ceeded to take the vote for Chairman. : 


Mr. McCormick pitted A. 8S. Potter. Mr. Merriman nomi- 
nated C. 8. Bagg. Mr. Bagg nominated J. C. Spratt. 


The roll was called, and Mr. Potter received four votes. Mr. 
Spratt received one vote. Mr. Leavitt received one vote. Total, 
six votes. 


Whole number of votes cast, six, and Mr. Potter having re- 
ceived the highest number of votes, was declared duly elected 
Chairman of the Council. 


The election of Secretary of the Council being in order— 
Mr. McCormick nominated R. J. Mitchell, and Mr. Mitchell 


having received five votes, was declared duly elected Secretary. 


Mr. McCormick then nominated Mr. E. 8. Calhoun as Assist- 
ant Secretary, and Mr. Merriman nominated Frank Devewell for 
the same office. 


Mr. Calhoun received three votes; Frank Devewell one vote. 
Mr. E. 8S. Calhoun having received the‘largest number of votes, 


was declared duly elected Assistant Secretary. 


Mr. McCormick nominated Wm. D. Leech for the office of 
Enrolling Clerk, and there being no one else in nomination, Mr. 
Leech was declared elected. 
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Mr. Merriman nominated A. H. Barrett as Engrossing Clerk. 
Mr. McCormick nominated Henry Angel. Mr. Phelps nominated 
Mr. Charles Trowbridge. 


On the fourth ballot, Mr. Barrett received four votes; Mr. 
Trowbridge received two votes. 


And A. H. Barrett, having received the highest number of 
votes, was declared duly elected as Engrossing Clerk. 


Mr. McCormick nominated John Bigler for the office of Ser- 
geant-at-Arms. Mr. Bagg nominated Mr. Farley. Mr. Spratt 
nominated N. Berry. 


Mr. Bigler received four votes. Mr. Farley received one vote. 
Mr. Berry received one vote. 


John Bigler having received the highest number of votes cast, 
was declared duly elected Sergeant-at-Arms. 


Mr. Merriman nominated R. N. Farley for Doorkeeper of the 
Council Chamber. Mr. McCormick nominated John McCarty. 
Mr. Spratt nominated George Reid. 


George Reid received five votes, and was declared duly elected. 


Tue following names were placed in nomination for the office 
of Page: Masters Johnson, Mathews, Farley, and Snell. 


And Master Johnson, having received the highest number of 
votes, was declared duly elected Page. 


Charles Freeler and John McCarty were placed in nomination 
tor Fireman; and Charles Freeler receiving the highest number of 
votes, was declared elected Fireman. 


At the request of the Council, J. W. Taliaferro, Justice of the 
Peace, administered the oath of office to the Chairman of the 
Council, who, in turn, administered the oath to all of the above 
named officers elect. 
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On motion, the Council adjourned until to-morrow, March 6th, 
1866, at 9 o’clock, A. M. |

and I would respectfully suggest and urge the matter before your 
honorable body, and earnestly pray you may devise some means 
by which our fellow citizens may receive an adequate and 
practical protection in their courageous development of ae 
Territory.

Further, that S. B. Mathers, a worthy and reliable citizen, informs 
your Committee that his train of twenty-six (26) wagons, is near the 
mouth of Milk river, where they are now corralled on account of 
the danger of such hostilities. Your Committee, being satisfied 
that such hostilities exist, and that the said savages will continue 
persistent in such hostilities in the future, would recommend 
that the sum of dollars be placed in the hands of 
the Governor, as the Council shall direct, to defray the necessary 
expenses of an expedition against said savages, and to rescue the 
property of our;citizens at as early a day as possible.

When we glance our eye over the map of Montana, we find the 
rich and extensive valleys of the Madison, Gallatin, Bitter Root, 
Prickly Pear, Sun River, Big Horn, Yellow Stone, Deer Lodge, 
and others, endowed by the hand of Providence with all the mys- 
teries of hidden agricultural wealth, but divided by lofty moun- 
tains, which have in all other lands had a tendency to divide 
the citizens of a State or Territory. This tendency should, so 
far as we can, be obviated in this our beloved Montana. 

Therefore, your Committee would recommend that a joint 
memorial be passed by the Council and House of the Legislature 
of Montana, memorializing Congress, asking an appropriation of 
fifty thousand dollars, to be applied to the building of an agri- 
cultural college, the location of which shall be prescribed by law, 
for the purpose of bringing the representative sons of the families 
that will reside in the various valleys mentioned into a proximity 
of pupilage in said college, that the Territory of Montana may 
never become alienated by, the follies of envy and jealousy under 
the laws of self-independence, but shame the, world. by. charity 
and forbearance, until our society shall become melted.down into 
the table lands of love and mutual good will. |

offered the following report: 


- Your Committee, to whom was referred that portion of the 
Governor’s message relating to mines and minerals, beg leave to 
make the following report: 

Your Committee find that there has been a bill introduced into 
the United States Senate, by the Hon. John Sherman, providing 
for the sale of the mineral lands of the United States, but have 
not been able to obtain a copy of the same, to learn in detail the 
provisions of said bill. Sufficient, however, for your Committee 
is it to know that it is proposed to'sell the hard-earned rights of 
our citizens, invested through great deprivations and hardship 
upon the soil which, but for the enterprise of our citizens, would 
have been undeveloped, and traversed only by the foot of the 
ruthless savages gm Territory of Montana; that the said at- 
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tempt thus to sell the mineral lands in this Territory would be an 
unjust exercise of power on the part of Congress; would be 
unmerciful towards ‘our enterprising citizens in the extreme; 
unworthy the fostering care of a magnanimous government, 
whose citizens have reclaimed so vast a territory without aid or 
protection from said government. Therefore, your Committee 
would recommend that there be passed a joint memorial protesting 
against the sale of any mineral lands contained within the borders 
of this-Territory, being detrimental to individual enterprise and 
subversive of our rights as pion and destructive of the best 
interests of all. 


Report received and adopted. 


Mr. Bagg, chairman of the Committee on Federal Relations, 
offered the following report: 


Your Committee, to whom was referred so much of the Gov- 
ernor’s message as relates to Federal Relations, beg leave to make 
the following report: 


That in relation to the appointment of a Surveyor General, as 
recommended for the Territory, to survey the lands lately credited 
to the United States by the Blackfeet nation, with a view to quiet 
the land titles of this Territory, obtained through the successful 
and praiseworthy energy of His Excellency the Governor, and in 
relation to the estimates, and the recommendation of the Governor 
of fifty thousand dollars for the building of legislative chambers, 
committee rooms, offices of the United States Marshal, offices for 
all federal officers, United States prison, ete., etc., and for equipping 
and arming eight hundred and fifty strong of cavalry, the sum of 
fifty {thousand dollars,—recommend said estimate as reasonable 
and proper, and that the Council confer with the House in a joint 
resolution to urge a favorable consideration and prompt action of 
the authorities at Washington on, the subject.

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, TERRITORY OF MONTANA, 
VirGiniA City, March 14, 1866. . 
Tc the President of the Council : 

Str—I have the honor to transmit to your honorable body a 
communication received by me this morning from Major General 
Sherman, commanding the General Military Division of the Mis- 
Sissippi, in which division Montana is included. From this com- 
munication you will perceive, Mr. President, that for some months 
at least Montana will have to depend upon herself for protection 
against the enemies of her peace and progress. I beg, therefore, 
respectfully to suggest that an appropriation, say $25,900, be made 
for military purposes, to meet any serious emergency which may 
arise to demand the exercise of armed force by the Executive of 
the Territory. 
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This appropriation should be left in the treasury subject to the 
order of the Governor, and the power to draw upon it should be 
guarded in favor of the public interests by strict and perfectly 
well defined conditions, which would prevent it from being used 
otherwise than for the purpose designated, in such emergencies as’ 
are indicated, and then only with scrupulous economy.

Gen. Thomas F. Meagher, Secretary of Montana, Virginia City : 

Srir—I have received your several letters, as aiso one from 
Governor Edgerton, on the subject of troops for Montana, and 
the ‘routes leading thereto. Until Congress fixes the military 
establishment, it is idle for us to calculate what proportion of 
troops can be assigned to any part. Were I to grant one-tenth 
part of the calls on me from Montana to Texas, I would have to 
call for one hundred thousand men; whereas I doubt I should 
expect to have ten thousand men in all. You ask for a regiment 
of cavalry. J now have one regiment of regular cavalry (the 2nd) 
for Montana, Dacotah, Nebraska, Colorado, Kansas and New 
Mexico. So you see it is idle to expect all my cavalry in one 
remote Territory, leaving all others without any, and leaving the 
roads this side of you unguarded. ven after Congress fixes the 
military establishment, you know it will take time to enlist and 
march cavalry, and a still more important question is now under 
debate, whether to the hostile Indians we are to add all the white 
people of the South as permanent enemies, to be watched and 
kept in subjection by military force. As soon as those are deter- 
mined, we can arrive at. the approximate estimate of what troops 
can be spared for Montana. 

As soon as spring comes we must discharge every volunteer on 
the plains and in the remote territories, and General Pope is 
pressing with all possible energy to replace the essential gar- 
risons with regular infantry. Your people may safely count on 
the Missouri river and the Platte road to Laramie, Fort Reno to 
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Montana, and that is about all we can attempt now. We cannot 
for months, if this year, promise to place any cavalry in Montana.

Mr. PRESIDENT—Your Committee to whom was referred that 
portion of the Governor's Message relating to Indian Affairs, 
report as follows : 


' The eastern and northern portion of our Territory has been and 
now is afflicted by the hostile depredations of predatory bands of 
Indians, sanctioned by tribal authority or conducted by individ 
uals claiming to be free from such tribal authority. The un- 
friendly spirit manifested by them, and their hostile interference 
with the safe transit of emigrants and traders and the movement 
of prospectors, has beena subject of just complaint and indignant 
protest during the last two or three years.) The importance of 
our Territory in its present and prospective wealth and population, 
demand a corresponding care and energy for the protection of its 
interests. 

The Territories of the United States always appeal with confi- 
dence to the General Government for immediate and practical 
arrangements with Indian tribes within and contiguous to their 
limits, for the preservation of peace, and, where necessary, to 
reprove with an emphatic exercise of power all hostile demonstra- 
tions toward white settlers and emigrants; but we are so removed 
by distance, and the barrier of a wild and unreclaimed region, 
from the seat of the general government and military head quarters, 
as to render Federal interference or application to frontier military 
posts in our behalf of no immediate avail. The sudden irruption 
of emigration into new territories is almost certain to provoke a 
a feeling of unfriendliness and even a state of war with sur- 
rounding tribes. Often, treaties solemnized by customary forms, 
are impotent to prevent occasional outbreaks that terminate in a 
system of robbery, lawlessness and assassination) Under such 
circumstances it is not for us to inquire whether or no such acts 
are provoked by the lawlessness of white persons, but to pro- 
vide for urgent necessity, and assist with bold and efficient 
measures, the interests of our Territory and the life and property 
of its citizens. 
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In the absence of any aid that can be had effectually, in case 

of Indian troubles or in anticipation of Indian war, your Com- 
‘mittee would suggest that a military force be raised under sanction 
of the present Legislature, and furnished and equipped so as to 
insure its capacity for service and the utmost mobility in an 
Indian campaign. 

Perhaps a further suggestion is unnecessary, that the number 
assigned to said force, and the character of its appointments, are 
essential to its unquestioned reputation as a military necessity. 
Also, the correct and discreet administration of the Commissary 
department, so as to assure the public mind, and the proper official 
guardianship of any apprehension of mal-service in such particulars, 
would be absolutely demanded to relieve executive and legislative 
acts and intentions from the odium usually attached to such pro- 
cedures. It is thought that acomparatively small force will answer 

all the military purposes required. Such a “matter of general — 
interest can be rendered unpopular and burdensome only by the 
absence of proper and beneficent measures. 

The communications held between Acting Governor Meagher 
and the military, transmitted to the Council, give no encourage- 
ment that immediate and effective aid can be rendered in an 
acceptable and substantial manner. 

By the adoption of some prudent home plan for our military 
protection, such as will elicit the commendation of the military 
department and the General Government, we are inclined to think 

‘that Government will reimburse the entire cost of a proper Ter- 
ritorial military establishment. 

In conclusion, your Committee think that the force called out 
and maintained, will have in number a minimum of fifty men and 
a maximum of one hundred and fifteen men to satisfy our 


immediate wants.

Mr. Presip—ENt—Your Committee, to whom was referred the 
correspondence between His Excellency Acting Governor Thomas 
Francis Meagher, and Major-General W. T. Sherman, command- 
ing the grand Military Division of the Mississippi, in which the 
Territory of Montana is included, would make the following 
report upon the Governor’s communication to this House on the 
subject, wherein His Excellency suggests “that an appropriation 
be made for the protection of the lives and property of our 
citizens against the savage enemies of her peace and progress.” 

Your Committee are satisfied that the Territory of Montana 
will have to depend upon herself for protection in men and means 
for the ensuing year, it being impossible to obtain aid from the 
General Government of a force to keep the predatory bands of 
hostile Indians in subjection, that are continually committing 
depredations upon our frontier settlements; made certain by the 
information received by His Excellency the Acting Governor, 
from General Sherman, commandant of the Mississippi Division, 
wherein he says, “that even after Congress fixes the military 
establishment, it will take time to enlist and march cavalry ; and 
that a still more important question is now under debate, whether 
to hostile Indians we are to add all the whole people of the South 
as permanent enemies, to be watched and kept in subjection to 
military force.” | 
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Your Committee, with the knowledge of such facts. herein 
referred to, are satisfied that our once peaceful and happy country 
stands in that critical position of political decomposition, once 
known and experienced by the republics of France, Greece and 
Rome, and that the wise, good, conservative and fraternal heart of 
the country lies compressed and bleeding underneath the weight 
of surrounding evils, powerless to act, powerless to heal, and 
powerless to save, until that heart shall beat and throb for all, 
instead of a section, uniting the disengaging parts by the just 
concession of pride and power towards one another as individuals, 
as localities, and as States, to be practiced by all under the enli- 
_ vening conscience of true charity, and good national will. Until 
this is done, until the people who, by their intelligence, forbear- 
ance and unity, shall verily conserve their own interests in the 
perpetuity of their constitution and theirgovernment as transmitted 
to them by their fathers, there is little hope to be entertained 
by the people of Montana of receiving any aid in military force 
from the General Government, which exhibits so many evidences 
of alienation and disentegration. 

Therefore, your Committee recommend that a law be passed 
by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana. at. its 
present. session, authorizing the issue of bonds to the amount. of 
one hundred thousand dollars in the name of the. Territory of 
Montana, drawing interest at the rate of , payable in three, 
five and. seven years for military purposes, to meet any serious 
emergency which may'arise within our border from the surround- 
ing savage tribes. Said bonds to be lodged in the hands of a 
proper person or officer of the Territory, subject to the order of 
the Secretary of the Territory when the necessity arises, giving) © 
the Secretary the power to draw upon said funds according to the 
emergency of the occasion; to be surrounded by all the safeguards. _ 
of the enactment: granting the same, to be applied by him with 
strictness, economy and. fidelity. |

Mr. Prestpent—Your Committee on Internal Improvements, 
to whom was referred that portion of the Governor's Message 
relative to roads and the improvement of the navigation of the 
Missouri river, beg leave to report as follows : 


That the wants of the people of this Territory require that all 
the public highways and avenues of travel, between this and other 
portions of our country, be kept open and free from all obstruc- 
tions at all seasons of the year. Our isolated and distant position 
both from the markets of the Hast and the Pacific slope of the 
West, necessarily impose upon our citizens onerous burdens even 
for the necessaries of life, which can be obviated only by fostering 
the agricultural interest of the Territory, and opening and con- 
structing new roads, shortening the distance usually traveled by 
the “weary pilgrim” to our land of gold and other precious 
metals, of which every mountain side, deep gorges and gulches, 
so abundantly abound; as well as clearing and removing the 
obstructions from the Missouri river as far north as the mouth of 
the Maria. ‘The obstructions to the navigation of the Missouri 
river could, in the opinion of your Committee, (from actual obser- 
vation,) be removed with but a trifling expense to the govern- 
ment compared with the benefit that would accrue to it from the 
increase of commercial intercourse between Montana and the East, 
and at the same time would increase the travel, and relieve us of 
the extraordinary high prices which are now demanded by our 
merchants for all they sell us) The Committee heartily concur 
with the Acting Governor in the necessity of memorializing Con- 
gress to make appropriations, both for the removal of obstructions 
from the Missouri river as far up as the mouth of the Maria, as 
well as opening and constructing a wagon road on the route 
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known as the Niobrara or Sawyer road, from the Missouri river 
to this place. Both of these routes are equally important to the 
welfare and prosperity of this Territory, and your Committee 
believe will be appreciated and favorably considered by Congress, 
if early and proper representations are made. 

Weare equally interested in opening the channels of commerce 
and trade with our neighbors on the Pacific slope, and should do 
everything in. our power by proper legislation to encourage any 
enterprise, either of a private or public character, which will 
remove the barrier to travel and traffic interposed between us by 
the chain of Rocky Mountains. 

It is the true policy of every people and country so to direct its 
legislation as to encourage traffic and interchange of commodities 
oie its neighbors, and to facilitate and cheapen the means of 
travel and transportation of all articles of commerce. We there- 
fore recommend a memorial from the Legislature to Congress, 
asking for an appropriation for the purpose herein stated.

Mr. Leavitt, dudieman of Gdiimittél on Public Lands, made 
the following report : 


Mr. PRESIDENT—Your Committee, to whom was referred that 
portion of the Governor's Message which relates to public lands, 
report as follows: 

No Surveyor General for the Territory of Montana has yet 
appeared, or the failure of the officer, if appointed, to be present 
and discharge his assigned duties, operates to the manifest disad- 
vantage of this country, and especially its agricultural interests. 
In an unbroken and consistent line of policy, Government has 
recognized the eminent rights of occupants of the public domain, 
and with the haste consistent with the public good, caused sur- 
veys to be made for the convenience and advantage of the Ter- 
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ritories of the United States. Your Committee would urge thatthe 
early appointment of a Surveyor General, who shall be directed 
to enter upon the immediate administration of his duties, is a 
matter of manifest importance to our Territory. 

The gravest and most critical question, however, arising in the 
consideration of public land affairs, is that lately thrust upon us 
in the mooted proposition for the sale of mineral lands. For the 
first time in our history has such an attempt been boldly and 
seriously entertained by Congress. The necessity for the creation 
of arevenue system, rendered unavoidable by the sudden and vast 
accumulation of a national debt, impose new and unavoidable con- 
ditions upon'the people of the States and Territories. To meet 
the extraordinary financial situation, all departmenis of business” 
and every field of enterprise, by a ready and simple confession of 
the whole country, must be touched and affected by the tremen- 
dous exigencies of the late civil war.. The logical results of the 
conflict of arms, as affecting the financial condition of the nation, © 
are accepted by all; and the wholecountry acknowledges its obli- 
gation to establish and submit to a system of government revenue. 
But the sale of mineral lands cannot be justly included in any 
judicious plan for the increase of revenue. To the extent that the 
free occupation and possession of mineral lands according to gen- 
eral mining customs, are subjected to new conditions of ownership, 
will the development of mining regions be delayed, and the 
bringing to ight of their hidden wealth held in abeyance to a 
mistaken and disastrous policy. Your Committee are positive 
that they utter the unanimous and unqualified judgment of all 
the Territories of the United States, that any sale or strange sys- 
tem of royalty will defeat its proposed object, and prove fruitless 
of advantage to the General Government, as well as fatally crush- 
ing to mining interests. The people of the Territories, with earnest- 
ness and loyalty, protest, in behalf of the interests of the General 
Government, as well as their own, against any contemplated 
scheme that will end in ruin to us, and result in no good to the 
United States. 

We do not wish to be understood as petitioning to enjoy an 
immunity from a general burden, or, in a spirit of selfishness, to 
ask a special exemption in our favor. Experience proves that the © 
utmost latitude, under customary and gentle restriction, will ensure 
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the most triumphant exhibit of local wealth and general prosper- 
ity that always attends the confession and support of a vital and 
traditional principle. The only wise and practicable course to be 
pursued for an increase of revenue from mineral lands in a spirit 
of justice and policy, is that which does not disturb or qualify 
the usual principles of occupancy and possession.

That the granting 
of this charter would be, so far as it interferes with the previous 
charter, anact unconstitutional and void, and productive of much 
strife and unnecessary litigation.

Mr. PRESIDENT—The Committee on Credentials, to whom was 
referred the matter of R. Lawrence claiming a seat in the Council 
from Madison county, beg leave to make the following report: 

That they have had the same under consideration, and have 
given the subject that careful attention that its interest and im- 
portance demand, and after full investigation of the whole 
subject, find the following facts to exist, to wit: 

1st. That the said R. Lawrence was elected a member of the 
Council of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana, 
from the county of Madison, on the 24th day of October, 1864, 
as appears from the certificate of Sidney Edgerton, Governor, now 
in the possession of the Committee. 

2nd. That the said Lawrence left the county of Madison (for 
which he was elected) about the lst of June, 1865, removing to 
' the county of Edgerton in said Territory, where he has since 
resided up to the 5th of March, 1866. | 

8rd. That said Lawrence was appointed and commissioned 
treasurer of the county of Edgerton by the Governor of the 
Territory, and that the said Lawrence accepted said office and 
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performed the duties thereof, from some time in June, 1865, up to 
the Ist of November of the same year. 

4th. That the said Lawrence was a candidate for the office of 

probate judge of Edgerton county, at the general election held on 
the 4th day of September, 1865, and received for said office, four 
hundred and forty-one votes, as shown by the abstract of said 
county furnished to this House by the Acting Governor of the 
Territory. 
- The Committee further find, that the Acting Governor issued 
his proclamation on the first day of February, 1866, calling for 
an election in the counties of Madison and Beaver Head to fill 
vacancies in the Council and House of Representatives, and that 
in pursuance of said proclamation, an election was held under the 
direction and notice of the clerk of Madison county on the 24th 
day of February, A. D. 1866, to fill one vacancy in the Council 
caused by the removal of R. Lawrence from the county, and one 
vacancy in the House caused by the removal of Wm. Gardner 
from the Territory; and at said election, James G. Spratt was 
elected to fill said vacancy in the Council, as appears from the 
certificate now in the hands of the Committee. 

The Committee further find, that in a communication sent to 
this House on the fifth day of March, by the Acting Governor of 
the Territory, the names of Charles 8. Bagg, Anson 8. Potter and 
James G. Spratt, appear as members of the Council from the 
county of Madison. 

The Committee, in reporting on a above state of facts, find it © 
necessary to examine the law under which vacancies may be 
created in the Council and House of Representatives as well as 
other county and district offices. 

Section 4 of the Organic Act, provides that members of the 
Council shall hold their office for the term of two years, and shall 
reside in and be inhabitant of the county for which they may be 
elected. This section of the Organic Act, in the opinion of the 
Committee, is not simply directory, but peremptory in its letter 
and spirit, and that while nothing in the Organic Act of the 
Territory in relation to members of the Council and House of 
Representatives under which vacancies in either branch can be 
found, yet the Committee are clearly of opinion, that a strict 
and fair construction of the language of said section will justify 
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the opinion, that when any member of the Council or House of 
Representatives ceases to be a resident of the county for which he 
may have been elected, a vacancy is thereby created. But the 
Committee, in determining the question, are not left to the vague 
and indefinite language of the Organic Act. 

The section of an act relating to elections, passed by the First 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana, provides, 
“That every office shall become vacant on the happening of any 
of the following events before the expiration of the term of 
such office : | 

“Hirst, the death of the incumbent. Second, his resignation. 
Third, his removal. Fourth, his ceasing to be an inhabitant of 
the Territory, county, or township for which he shall have been 
elected or appointed.” | 

This section of the law relative to elections, in the opinion of 
the Committee, is alike applicable to any persons holding office, 
whether in any district, county or township of the Territory, 
whether appointed or elected, whatever may be the character of 
the office, representative, ministerial, judicial, or judiciary. 

Your Committee, therefore, are irresistibly drawn to the con- 
clusion, from a full and thorough examination of the facts, and a 
’ close investigation of the law applicable to the case under con- 
sideration, that a vacancy was created in the Legislative Council 
by the said R. Lawrence ceasing to be an inhabitant of the county 
of Madison. . 

Your Committee would therefore report, that said R. Lawrence 
is not entitled to a seat in this body.

The Committee have appended copies of accounts, audited, that 
the Legislature may fully understand and judge for themselves 
the necessity of stringent legislation and disbursement of the 
public funds. The officer auditing the various warrants may have 
acted in good faith, yet the Committee is not prepared to say that 
he acted in accordance with the law. There seems to have been, 
in many instances, no prerequisite to the issuing of warrants 
other than that of having the same certified; and, in some 
instances, the party certified to the correctness of his own account. 

We would call your attention to. the accounts allowed the 
‘“code commissioners,” ete., and the amounts allowed parties pur- 
suing fugitives from justice, and the printing of blanks for terri- 
torial and county officers, believing the same to be beyond a fair 
- compensation for the services rendered. The Committee would 
suggest that, for the future, as a matter of economy, the pursuit 
of fugitives, and the codification of the laws, be dispensed with. 
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In conclusion, we regret that we cannot give a more flattering 
account of the financial condition of the Territory. We have 
given as detailed an account of the affairs of the Auditor’s and 
Treasurer's offices as our limited time would allow.

Sir—I have the honor herewith to return to your honorable 
body Council Bills Nos. 20 and 63, unapproved. 

I disapprove of the bills, as they do not set forth the grounds 
upon which the divorces are sought, nor have I otherwise suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the information which would justify me in 
approving them. 

In the second place, I consider the courts more appropriate 
places to dispose of all such acts, 

In the third place, these divorce bills are multiplying in such a 
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measure as to bring our social condition into grave disrepute, and 
give to strangers the impression that Montana is a paradise for all 
belligerent wives and husbands, where matrimony and its obliga- 
tions for better or worse, is absolved of its sanctity and force with 
the most abundant facility. 

In acknowledging the resolution accompanying the bills returned 
to me for my objections, and asking me to communicate my 
objections to said bills so as to enable the Council to place the 
same at large on the journal, that the Council may consider them 
in conformity with the Organic Act, I beg most respectfully to 
assure the Council, that the Council having deemed it fit and 
courteous utterly to overlook my objections to a former bill, I 
came to the conclusion that, notwithstanding the sixth section of 
the Organic Act, it would be more agreeable to the Council were I 
to refrain as much as possible from uselessly encumbering with 
objections any. veto I might consider it my duty to render.
